Protecting Our Forests. 

It may not be possible to check 
the costly and deadly fires which 
eweep, year after year, through 
the great forests of Canada; ‘doing 
millions of dollars worth of dam. 
age and wiping out of existence 
the little farm-houses and .even 
the small villages which show 
where an attempt has been made 
to take toll of the forest, Such 
fires, for the most part, originate 
no one knows how or where and 
either burn themselves out or yield 
to the combined efforts of man 
and nature to put a stop to them. 
There is, however, no doubt but 
that by the organization of an ex- 
teusive system of forest inspection 
the damage might be mitigated al- 
though it cannot be altogether 
done away with. The work of the 
fire-ranger has developed. until the 
results from it have demonstrated 
themselves beyond controversy. 

A system by which from balf a 
dozen to a score of men, trained 
in fighting forest fires, can be hur- 
ried into a threatened district to 
take charge of the forees which 
are evailable for opposing the 
threatened danger paye dividends 
out of all proportion to its cost, 
And prevention is only one part 
of the work of the modern forester.

thusiastically, believe that it is 
worth while to make fiscal sacri- 
fices in order permanently to bind 
together the great Empire which 
they have inherited from their 
forefathers. With this spirit no 
British free-trader today would be 
found to quarrel, says the Mon- 
treal Witness, and few eitber in 
the United Kingdom itself or any 
of the colonies would not sub- 
scribe to the faith that we all 
ought to be ready to make sacri- 
fices to maintain theempire. The 
remains, of course, 
whether the particular sacrifice 
to which Mr. Chamberlain invited 
the couutry would contribute to 
the end desired. 

One plea of Mr. Chamberlain 
and bis followers has been for a 
self-sufficient or self-contained em- 
pire. As a matter of fact the em- 
pire could not be self-contained; 
it depends on the good will of and 
interchange of manafacturers and 
raw materials with the rest of the 
world.

In the United States the Cana-f 


dian manufacturer has made much 
greater beadway than in Britain. 
In the Republic his sales have 
trebled while in Britain they have’ 
only donbled. That certainly is 
not due toany relaxation of the 
United States tariff against his 
goods.- When that tariff has been 
changed at all it has been raised. 
So far therefore as the Canadian 
manufacturer's sales in the United 
States have been affected by tariff 
éhanges it has been by the reduo.

Immigration by ‘Selection. 


The scheme of. immigration by 
selection, which was advanocd by 
T. W,; Sheffield ina recent” issue 
of the Standard of the Empire, is 
meeting with _ general approval.
